The aged woman was past 82— was a 
Vpnderful character and though it waa 
known to few. was the central figure 
in Opie Read's famous story "A Yon- 
keeof'the West. 

_ Mrs. Stoink perished because slie was 
ofan age that is gone and because she 
steadily clung to the habits of the pio- 
neer womon of Illinois; hard working, 
strong women, who after their day's 
twork at the side of their^stalwart hus- 
bands were wont to 3it beside the latter 
pipe in hand. 

For the aged personage .alone in the 
house was amoking when the accident 
happened. She toWlhosewho rushed 

to hec.<aid, that much. .Whether her 
clothes caught fire firom a lighted 
match or from burning tobacco lighting 
on her dress was not disclosed. It is 
thought that the former was the case, 
as when neighbors entered her home; 
there was a small fire in the corner of 
the room, where tiie burning match 



may hove fallen. There was no other 
explanation of the blaze offered. 

When Mrs. Stoink discovered that 
her dress was on fire, she did what 
nearly every excited person in her pre- 
dicament instinctively does. She rush- 
ed into the open. The wind fanned the 
flames into further activity. 

Screaming she ran toward the home 
of a neighbor but the onlv ones there 
were two small girls. They heard the 
criea and ran toward the unfortunate 
woman, but could think of no way to 
aid her. One of the little girls ran to 
the fields where her brothers were 
working and summoned them. 

When they came, they wrapped their 
coats about the victim, extinguishing 
the blaze. Theit efforts were too late, 
however, as the "fire had seared her 
body. 

There was hardly a place that waa 
not criapen. The aolea of the feet, said 
her son, Geo Sheldon, were the only 
spots not seared. ■ \^ 

Attempt was made to reach her aonp, 
George, Fred and' Charles Sheldon, but 
the latter waa the'lpnly one to reach his 
mother*! side Defore she passed away. 
Though in great agony, Mrs. Stoink 
waa. conscious until a few momenta be- 
fore life left her. 

Born in Ohio, the deceased had lived 
in [llinoism years, nearly all that time 
in the vicinity where ahe met her tragic 
end. She is survived by six children, 
George. Charles and Fred Sheldon of 
Fourth Lake; Mrs. Nancy Bilty of Chi- 
cago; Mrs. Ann Stang of Waukegan; 
Carl Sheldon of '"Edison Park. Mra. 
Stoink was married twice.

"Besides, the American government

Kl Paso, Tex., July 3.— General Bell 
announced he had employed a corps of 
local undertakers to go to Carrlzal to 
bring here the bodies of the American 
.soldiers slain la the engngoninnt there. 
Tho undertakers will go Into Mexico 
under the personal guarantee of safety 
from Gen, Alvnro Obregon, Mexican 
minister of war. 



London, July 3. — Furious Gernuin' 
counter-attacks failed to halt the 
French and Jhitl.sh on the second day 
of their ofTenslve.

The German stronghold at Fricourt 
was taken by tho British, and the 
French have captured a stone quarry, 
heavily fortllled. east of Curlu. 

IVniane, nnoiher German stronghold 
and an Important base, was threatened 
l*y advances both from the north and 
,vmtb. 4 

South of" the Sommo the French 
I'^netrntcd the second line of German 
r.^fensos. capturing the village uC 
Fran/* and the Jlereauconrt woods, ai- 
citrding to tho French olllclal report. A 
fnothiK was gained by the French be- 
tween the river and Asservillleres. 

During the two flay.s' advance iho 
French captured 0.000 and the British 
1^,500 prisoners. , 

The French offensive apparently Is 
to extend to the Champagne region, re- 
oonnoltering parties having penetrated 
the German trenches. 

In the Verdun lighting the French 
held the Tbiainaont fortlllcatloiih 
against heavy attacks. 

"Tho lighting Is continuing. The 
French attack nn our Inunedlnto riiibt 
Is proceeding equally satisfactorily. 

"On the renmlnder of the British 
front raiding parties again succeeded 
n penetrating the enemy's defenses at 
many pointy. Inlllcting loss on the 
enemy and taking some prisoners." 
Begun When Verdun Danger Grew. 
Tlie front for the British olTenslve 
was selected many weeks ago. and (be 
bombardment '^f the rest of the Hue 
as welt a^T the frequent raids which 
procured for British headquarters Im- 
portant Inforimitlon as to the disposi- 
tion of the Germans, was designed 10 
keep the Gernmn generals unccrlaln 
as to the point at which they would be 
called upon to meet the brunt of the 
attack. . A week ago. when the Ger- 
man attacks apalrist Verdun began to 
make further headway, and It was 
feared the army of the crown prince 
was getting within a distance of Ver- 
dun which was dangerous for tho al- 
lies, the British guns began lo speak. 
Since then, except for tbi* hours when 
Ihitlsh infantrymen were nildlng 
German trenches, n continual bom- 
bardment has been naUntalned. 

Batteries took turns at smashing 
the (Jerman defenses, destroying cmn- 
munlcatloh trenches and blowing up 
ammunition depots. New trench mor- 
tars, particularly destructive, tore 
away wire entangloiaents, broke down 
parapets and generally openerl the way 
for men with rllles and bnyonels. Bl« 
guns of l.'j Inches and other large cali- 
bers prevented the- Gennans from 
brlnfilng up* supports, wrecking every- 
thing within range. 

French Advance Continues. 

The French olllclal report follows: 

"To the north of the Sonnne the 
lighting continued to our advantage 
throughout the day In the reghai of 
Ilardecourt and Curlu. Kast of Curia 
we have captured a quarry, which had 
been powerfully organized by the Ger- 
nuins. 

"To the south of the Sonnne we have 
gained a footing at numerous points In 
the second Gernam line, between the 
river and Assevlllleres. The village of 
I'Yauz fell Into our bands, together 
with the wood of Mereancourt, farther 
to the east. ; 

"The nundter of unwoundcd prisoners 
captured by the French troops coimied 
to date, is more tbiin (1,000, of whom 
ITiO are ollicers.

Thanks to oar com- 
plete and eillcaclous artillery preparu- 
ilon and also 10 the elan of 0(n' 'In- 
fantry, our hisses were very Haaill. 

"On the front north of Verdint there 
were no Infiintry actions. The bombard- 
meat contljiut'd iicllveiy In the region 
of hill No. .'tOl and the sectors -of 
Fleury and Daniloup. 

"Our aviators caused three captive 
balloons to catch lire Iti the region of 
Verdtni. Sergeant Chalnat brought 
down his lirth German, umchlne. which 
was Hunished by Its. fall near Peronne. 
During the night of July 1 inid L* one 
of our nir squadrons dropped forty- 
eight shells on the railway slutlon of 
Longuyon, eight cm the station of 
Thlonville, and sixteen on the station 
of Dun. Anotiier sqmidroti threw tbir- 
ty-llvo shells on the station at Brleul- 
les. 



"During the day twelve of our aero- 
planes bombarded the' station nt Aniag- 
ne-Lucipiy.' Sixty shells were thrown 
on tho buildings and railway tracks. A 
train was destroyed. 

'' Bombs on Open City.. * 
"The Germans threw some heavy 
caliber shells In the direction of Nancy. 
Others were fired a little later ugainsf 
the Uelfort region. 

"A siiuadron of German aeroplanes, 
dropped a number of bombs on the 
open city of .Lunevllle, V7q have taken 
note of this for "reprisals'." 
The British olllclal report follows: 
"Substantlid progress has been made 
In the vicinity of Fricourt, which was 
captured by our troops. Up to noon 
Sunday 500 more prIsoncVa had been 
taken In the operations between tlio 
Ancre and tho Sonnne, bringing the to- 
tal up to 3,500, including those cap- 
tured on other parts of the front tUo 
night before." 
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BERLIN CALLS ATTACK FAILURE

Berlin, July 3.-^The ofllclal state- 
ment follows: 

"Western theater— The great Anglo- 
French olYenslve In luaascd attack, 
which had been extensively prepared 
fi-r months past, began on a front of 
Zo miles after strong artillery and gas 
preparation of six days on both sides 
of the Somme and Alcre Brook. From 
Gonunecourt as far as the region of La 
Bolselle tho enemy obtained no advan- 
tages worthy of mention luid lost heav- 
ily. 

"On the other hand, ho was success- 
ful in pci\etratlng several points In tho 
Ilrst line trenches of our division in 
the region abutting on botli banks of 
the Somme and was able to advance. 
This division hnd to. he withdrawn 
from the heavily shelled Ilrst line Into 
a position arranged for checking an ad- 
vance from the first to second lines. 
The umtcrlals In the ilrst line which 
could not be moved were rendered use- 
less. 

"There wero many artillery actions 
and nilmu" attacks on the adjoining 
fnmt west ami southwest of Talaire, 
In which the enemy had no success. . 
"On the left bank of the Mouse nt 
lllil :I04 trench secttona were captured 
ami a hand grenade attack was re- 
pulsed. 

"Kiist of the Mouse the enemy, 
sirouKly re-enforced, repeated his at- 
tacks on Frold Terre' hill, especially 
against the Thlaumont works, but was' 
cotnpi'lled to retire under our curtain 
of lire. 

"In the region of the front attack 10 
enemy aeroplanes were shot down 
within our lines." 
Germany Plans Great Baltic Move. 
Copenhagen. .Tuly 3.— The Svenska 
Dagbladct of Stockholm declares Ger- 
numy is preparing for a great olfenslve 
In the Baltic. Many German torpedo 
Imats and destroyers have arrived In 
Llbau. The counuand of the lleet. It Is 
said, will be transferred from Kiel to 
Llbau. 

Austrian Attack Wanes. 
London, July 3.— Italian gains mude 
at several points northwest of Trent, 
in tho Chlcse valley and the dlspersiil 
of Austrian concentrations In Lagarina 
valley are considered Indicative of the 
fiirther weakening of the Austrian of- 
fensive due to the withdrawal of sol- 
diers to meet the Itussfan olTenslve. In 
the last -few days the Austrian olllclal 
reimrts have not claimed gidns on tlio 
Italian front. ' y 

Berlin Claims Air Victories. 

Berlin. July 3.— Tho ofilclal report 
Isued by the general army headtiuur- 
ters said : 

"Tile enemy's aerial service dis- 
played great activity yesterday and to-, 
day. Our squadrons gave battle at 
various points aad Inlllcted upon hhn 
heavy losses. For Instance, In the re- 
gloa of the Sotinae atid In tlmt of the 
Meiise 15 enemy aeroplanes were shot 
down, eight Kngllsb nnd three French 
machines falling within our lines. 
LieuL Baron von Altliaus put out of 
action bis seventh opponent. Wo lost 
no aeroplanes." 

British In Many FIshtc. 

London, July 3. — An olllclal report- 
IsHueil by the war otllcc said: 

"Yesterday our aeroplanes wero very 
active In eo-operallon with our attack 
north of the Somme and afforded a.s- 
slsiance to oar 4iperatlons, Numerous 
enemy headquarters nnd railway cen- 
ters were attacked with bombs.

— A", young man en- 
gaged In a flght with a big anake near 
Ponbrook. lii tho end the serpenL was 
vletorlouii, getting off without any 
harm, wliilo the man was severely bit- 
ten. Tho loBor In tho fiKbt, Albert 
Miller^ nineteen years old, of Pen- 
brook, went to tlie Harrlsburg hos- 
pital, where efforts were made to pre- 
vent blood poisoning. 

When Miller was walking through 
the Penhrook cemetery recently, pass- 
ing a large tree he saw a snake about 
four or five feet in length, with its 
fangs protruding and evidently ready 
to mako an attack on him. 

The youth did not wait for the rep- 
tile to act, but, Instead, picked up a 
club and made for It. Ho dealt It a 
blow, but that only had tho effect of 
Inciting the snake, and It leaped for 
him. 

Snake Eager to Continue. 
Then came tho battle. Lunging its 
fangs to their full extent, tho serpent 
tried time and again to sink them Into 
the young man's body, but for a time 
the youth managed to got away. Mil- 
ler, bowovor, kept wielding tho club, 
and wbllo so doing the snake sbot its 
poisoned prongs into the youth's hand.

If one tree would 
grow in the sand, why 
not others? Why 
couldn't they be made 
to grow Ihcro? 

Ko sooner was ilio 
plan conceived than 
Mr. Abott began to 
experl ni e n t. Not 
knowing any better, 
ho at llrst planted 
many trees not lulapt- 
od to a sandy soil, but 
soon found that the 
black locust and cot- 
tonwood made the 
most satisfactory growth. The locust 
in particular did exceedingly well, be- 
ing a legume which secures Us nitro- 
gen from the air through the minis- 
tration of the bacteria on Its roots. 
Moreover, a loos<', sandy soil permits 
both air and water to enter, Instead 
of tbe rain ninnlng off as In the ciisu 
where a tiuigli sod covers tlie ground, 
thus making Ideal conditions for the 
development of the hncterla. 

Having discovered the right kind of 
tree. Mr. Abbott entered Into the work 
of planting them with enthusiasm. For 
decldnou.M trees he soon discovered 
tluit a yearling plant was preferable 
to an older one, being easier to plant, 
costing less, and standing a better 
chimce to live. Year-old deciduous 
trees can usually be secured, from 
reliable nurserymen for !?5 or less per 
thousand, while the cost of planting 
them is relatively fiinall, as two men 
can easily plant 3,000 trees a day. 

The result of the llrst planting w;a8 
apparent In a little over a year, as 
tbe trees, which were then three or 
four feet high and In a flourishing con- 
dition, successfully checked the sand 
blowing. In a couple of seasons more 
the leaves falling to the ground 
formed a forest mulch, "which lielped 
retain the moisture, and grass began 
to creep in, eventually giving to the 
land a value for grazing which It did 
not possess before. 

Altogether Mr. Abbott has planted 
stuae riO.()(M) trees on npproxlmately oO 
acres of laud, or at the rate of 1,000 
, trees per acre, tho spacing being about 
by 7 feet. These trees have 
not only Increased the value of 
the land on which tbey stand about 
four-fold, but have proved most ef- 
fective barriers In protecting cultl- 
\ated llelds from the few remaiuing 
blowholes. Th'e heat In these blow- 
holes during the suinaier sometliues 
reaches IfiO degrees. It Is rather re- 
markable, however, that even at such 
a tlaie, moisture may be found In the 
sand at a depth of a few hiehe.s. 

An Idea of the rapidity with which 
tbe sand drifted before Mr. Abbott 
began his tree planting may be gained 
from the accompanying photographs, 
which show the original fenco posts 
.mirroundlng some of ihu Melds now 
almost covered. Mr. Abbott Is now, 
lifter a period of live <ir six years, cut- 
ting considerable timber from his for- 
est plantations.

The unprecedented value ot 
the farm products of 1915, together' 
with the very large output of factories 
working on munitions of war has sud- 
denly brought the country Into a po- 
sition, Uuancially, scarcely . hoped for 
as a nation for years to come. Ex- 
port surplus of $50,000,000 a month Is 
making Canada very strong In cash." 
—Extract from ofllclal bulletin of Feb- 
ruary 11, lUlO. 

The response by the fanners of Can- 
ada to the call for increi^sed produc- 
tion In 191.^ was a total not output 
exceeding one billion dollars, nn In- 
crease over norninl years of at least 
three hundred millions. The three 
Prairie Provinces contributed prob- 
ably nearly one-half of the total prod- 
uct. 

The wheat crop was worth .$310,000,-' 
OOU, and accounted for about 30 per 
cent of tbe total agricultural product 
Other things counted also. Look at 
dairying. In Ontario the dairy pro 
ductUui was Increased liO per cent, 
and prices were over 10 pei" cent 
ahead Oi 1914. Otlier provinces ehared 
In the Increase, especially Alberta, 
Saskntchuwan, Quebec and Nova Sco- 
lia. The dairy cow was "on the Job" 
In 1015. So also were the beet cattle, 
the pigs and the hens. 

It Is not fair to the farmers of tho 
Prairies to call tbe wheat crop of 1015 
a "miracle" crop. The farmers culti- 
vated more land and gave nttentlon 
to their seed. Providence gave them 
favorable weather. Then they tolled 
early and late in tbe harvesting and 
threshing. Good cultivation gave big- 
ger yields than careless work, 45 bush- 
els as against 25. 

The wealth of Westera Canada la 
by no means all In Its wheat crop. If 
the country had no wheat at all It 
would still be famous ns a land of suc- 
cessful fanners on accotmt of Its stock 
production. From one shipping point 
(HIgli River, Alberta) over 575.000.00 
worth of horses have been sold In the 
last two months. The average price 
to the farmer has been about S173.00 
per head. According to Government 
returns there are a million and a half 
horses in Manitoba. Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, worth probably S150.000.000. 
The Investments which farmers of 
Western Canada are making In live- 
stock and farm Improvements nro 
good evidence of the fact that they 
have money for these purposes. It 1* 
tippiirent. however, that they are also- 
spending some of their profits on 
those things which will bring greater 
comfort and enjoyment to themselves, 
rhelr wives and tlielr families. The 
automobile trade nil through tho 
country is particularly active, and 
farmers are the biggest buyers. A re- 
cent report of the Saskatoon district 
shows tlint in two months n million 
dollars' worth of automobiles have 
been sold, largely to farmers. Nor are 
all of tlicse cars of the cheaper makes; 
some high-priced machines are In de- 
mand. 

Hank clearings throu};liout the West- 
ern Provinces show greater commer- 
cial activity than at tbe same season 
in 1015 or 1914. the increase for the 
Inst week of February being 58.000,000 
and almost ?0.000.0(H). respectively, 
for the first week of March $15,000,- 
IHK) over 1015 and SIS.OOO.WM) over 
1014. The same excellent story comes 
from Moose Jaw*. Sask.. where they 
showed from 40 to 100 per cent over 
the previous year. Calgary. Alta., 
bank clearings coatlnue to rellect the 
greatly Improved business conditions 
as compared with a year ago. Cana- 
da's bank clearings for the month of 
I'ebruary, lUlO, were tbe greatest for 
anv February In the country's history. 
The totals amounted to S0«-I.22i;.000.00, 
as compared with ?4ST.2iKJ,000.00 for 
the snnie month a year ago. An In- 
crease of iJlTT.OUO.OOO.OO in bank clears 
lugs for the month tells Its own story 
of the country's prosperity. — Adver- 
tisement.

Habits and economic statua: The 
bluebird la one or tho moat familiar 
tonanta of tho farm and dooryard.

This bird, llko tho robin, 
phoebe, house wren, and some swal- 
lows, la very domeatic in ita habits.

Among tho latter 
aro plant lice and black olive scales. 
Tho vegetablo food Is practically all 
wood seed. A nest with four young of 
this species waa watched at different 
hours on four days. In tho aovon 
hours of obsorvatlou 119 feedings wore 
noted, or nn nverago of 17 feedings 
por hour, or four- and ond-fourth feed- 
ings per hour to each nestling. This 
would give for a day of 14 hours at 
loast 238 Uiaecta oaton by tlio^ brood.
